The  proportion  of  eaqxwts  to  the  United  King- 
dom from  the  rtit  of  the  Empire  which  enjoy 
free  entry  in  some  cases  exceeds  90  per  cent,  and 
only  falls  appreciably  below  that  figure  in  the 
case  of  British  India.  Under  Britain's  tarUf 
policy.  InsUtuted  last  March,  only  30  per  cent  of 
her  Imports  from  foreign  countries  are  admitted 
Xr«c  of  duty.  On  the  other  hand,  to  the  case  of 
eacports  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  the  four 
prtnclpal  Dominions  there  Is,  today  practically 
no  free  entry.  In  other  words  a  duty  or  tax  of 
some  Idnd  Is  charged  on  almost  all  goods  ex- 
ported from  Britain  to  those  Dominions.

Since  the  war  about 
orte  half  of  ftJOO,000.000  of  British  capital  in 
ve."^trd  overseas  has  been  placed  in  countries 
of  the  Empire.  In  commenting  on  the  attitude 
of  the  BrflUh  delmtton  to  Ottawa  the  state- 
ment, from  whieh  we  h«fe  qootad  the  forwtlng 

figures,  says: 

"The  United  Ktogdom  delegation  has  no  In- 
tention of  bulUllnp  up  a  balance  sheet  or  of 
weighing  meUculously  benefits  given  or  received, 
but  it  is  anxious  that  the  outside  world  sbaU 
renllze-  what  has  been  doubtless  present  to  the 
minds  of  aU  colleagues  at  the  Conference— that 
the  spirit  antanaUng  the  United  Kingdom  has

In  Russia  the  Ooverament  has  opened  what 
are  caUed  shops  for  the  gy*  of  indttftrlal  pro- 
ducts of  prime  necessity.  ItaMe,  .so  f:u.  have 
been  very  poorly  stocked,  and  the  Soviet  press 
has  been  eritlClstog  Industry,  pointtog  out  that 
the  iirw  traffic  is  beliiK  injured  at  the  out.set. 
Di  ll  Mie  prices  charged  at  the  Qovernment 
shops  appear,  to  be  exorbitant  Ih  Lentograd 
milk  is  3s  Id  a  quart;  eggs.  Is  each:  fresh  fish. 
38  7d  to  10s  9d  a  pound;  carrots,  Is  6d  a  pound; 
cabbage.  7d  a  pound,  and  potatoes,  Td  a  pound. 
Butter  is  quoted  from  ISs  6d  to  IBs  a  pound.  To 
meet  these  prices  the  average  earnings  of  indus- 
trial workers  are  now  Vtween  .6s  and  7s  a  day 

This  means  that  the  ordinary  worionan  cannot 
buy  enough  to  live  on  with  the  prices  that 
prevail,  so  that  instead  of  being  able  to  get  all 
he  wanto  from  the  Ooremment  diope  he  must 
depend  on  food  rations  supplied  at  lower  prices 
by  the  co-operaUves.  With  the  opening  of  the 
Oovemment  iliops  the  list  of  rationed  foodstuffs 
is  being  reduced.  The  problem  before  Ru.ssla  at 
present  Is  to  bring  down  market  prices  or  else 
increase  wages. . 

The  effort  Is  being  made  to  induce  the  peasants 
to  flood  the  market  with  produce.  Instead,  how- 
ever, of  this  happening,  a  dispatch  printed  yes- 
torday  shows  that  the  July  collections  of  grain 
by  the  Government  are  only  45.5  per  cent  of 
what  had  been  planned.  The  grain  harvest  this 
year  is  comparatively  poor,  drought  having 
caused  heavy  losses  In  the  Ukraine  and  the  North 
Caucasus.  Russia  is  now  faced  with  an  internal 
food  piDblem,  for  there  Is  an  actual  scarcity  in 
many  districts.  Russia  can  only  be  exporter  of 
wheat  this  year  at  the  risk  of  creating  famine 
conditions  *t  home. 

Mr.  George  Bernard  Bhaw's  mind  is  nothing  if 
not  plastic.  He  can  execute  mental  somersaults 
as  easily  as  anyone.  Last  year  he  vLilted  Russia 
and  returned  to  England  loud  in  his  praise  of 
admtolstrative  methods  there.  Now  he  has 
warned  a  meeting  of  Oxford  undergraduates  that 
"revolt  means  the  end  of  liberty.

Troops,  armored  cars,  tank&  and 
horses  were  loaded  aboard  a  big 
transport,  while  I  shouldered  my 
way  through  an  even  bigger  crowd 
around  the  coaatal  teak  I  figured 
I  must  surely  te  on  tte  wrong  track 
and  studied  the  ticket.  Hie  name 
of  the  ship  wa.s  right  enough,  but  I 
couldn't  liKUif  ouL  the  celebrations. 
Gongs  were  boonung,  t>treamers 
stretching  out  like  vast  devilfish 
from  Uie  black  ship,  and  it  was 
whoopee  in  a  big  league  way.  The 
gangplank  «««  steep  and  arowdad. 
Hundreda  of  young  glila,  damurs  and 
petite,  were  flipping  and  sUdhy 
aloft  on  wooden  shoes.

There  were  only 
lour  other  passengers,  a  Chinese  girl, 
two  EnglLshmen  and  myself. 

Two  desUoyers  piciced  up  the 
trooji.s;ii)).  and  we  followed  them  out 
on  high  tide.  We  hugged  the  coast- 
line closely  and.  as  dark  came  on 
were  surrounded  by  hundreds  of 
weaving,  bobbing  lights.  Tha  ship 
stopped  and  we  were  takaa  Out  to  see 
the  cormorant  fishers. 

There  were  two  or  three  men  and 
from  thirty  to  100  big  .spi ky-1  egged  ' 
blrd.s  In  each  scow.  The  men  had 
powerful  gas  lights  in  their  boats, 
which  bounced  arotmd  Uko  a  mad 
fantasy  of  flrefUaa.  As  the  fish 
came  up,  tha  aa^-«yed  birds 
swooped  down  and  gobbled  them  uji 
one  after  another,  with  the  pouncing 
.speed  of  lightning.  Tlien  they'd 
obediently  duck  back  or  be  pulled 
i)a<k  to  the  boat,  where  the  men 
would  grab  them  by  tlia  throat  and 
squeese  tha  flah  rtiht  out  ot  tham 
again.

SCRIBE  TURNS  COOIk 
We  got  two  big  baskets  oi  tteh  and 
brought  them  aboard.  Ttia  regular 
cooks  wore  off  duty,  but  we  scur- 
ried down  into  the  galley  and  had 
a  fish  pkmlc  in  a  big  way.  Some  of 
the  girls  were  squeaml.sh  about 
cle.ininK  the  fi.sh,  .so  I  did  the  tnu.s.sy 
part.  I'heri'  wa.s  a  committee  of 
chaperone.s  with  the  student.s.  and 
they  looked  on  me  with  growing  dis- 
trust, but  I  was  having  Mie  time  of 
my  life  as  a  deep  sea  cook,  and  tettle 
washer.  The  Kngllshmen  stood  off 
after  a  bit  and  ate  with  thair  fin- 
gers like  the  rest  of  us.

After  the  girLs  had  acquired  merit 
by  honoring  their  ancestors  before 
the  sacred  mountain,  they  — "g 
"Nearar,  My  Ood,  to  Thee,"  and  wa 
want  on  another  cormorant  hunt. 
The  birds  up  here  were  .small  and 
fiercer  and  faster.  Tliey  pulled  up 
fish  .so  fa.st  the  .squeezers-out 
couldn't  keep  up  with  them,  and  It 
was  still  light.  After  dark,  they 
said,  they'd  do  much  tetter.  The 
fish  were  sUvery  beautiaa  about 
eight  Inches  long.

Piofessor  H.  T.  J.  Coleman,  of  the 
University  of  Brltlah  Columbia,  was 
the   guest   speaker  at  the  weekly 

luncheon  meeting  of  the  Victoria 
Rotary  Club  at  tte  Empress  Hotel 
yesterday.  Hie  subject  of  his  ad- 
dress wajs  "The  Idea  of  a  Univers- 
ity," and  In  the  short  time  allotted 
t^»  liim  he  endeavored  to  outline  the 

functions  of  a  university  and  lU  re- 
lation 10  tta  «lMlt  aonmiuMf  In 

life. 

riie  unlvarsity,  ha  aaki,  was  a 
whole  oooununity  seeking  to  under- 
stand thf  Ufa  in  which  it  was  set. 
It  was  the  growing  point  of  de- 
mocracy and  the  fundamental  of 
flcmentary  and  high  schools.  The 
university  <K-cupie.s  a  unique  place 
In  assisting  mutual  understanding. 
Its  function  is  mediating  in  thcae 
times  of  diverse  intaiwta. 

.  EBSPECTS  TRADITION 
Professor  Coltnian  declared  that 
the  world  of  today  was  vastly  dif- 
ferent from  the  world  of  fifty  years 
ago  Tlie  bounds  of  knowledge  are 
bemg  widened  day  by  day.  "We  are 
facing  grave  Issues  having  to  do 
with  the  welfare  of  mMti\iy4  and  in 
thU  the  university  is  tha  mediating 
factor  tetween  the  past   and  tiv 

Preaent.  Ttere  is  in  Victoria  a 
wholesome  respect  for  tradition,  and 
sometimes  it  is  brought  against  lis 
in  the  form  of  reproach.  The  world 
seeks  .something  new  and  apart 
from  tradition,  but  thl«  search  for 
novelty  is  a  futile  and  shallow 
philosophy.  The  unlvarsity  is  the 
custodian  of  tte  haritage  of  the

LINK  WITH  THE  PAST 

Mr  Coietnan  referred  to  the  unl- 
JwWaa  of  oantwlfi  ago  arid  men- 
oonaa  tte  dUiarenoe  of  opinion  that 
had  existed  In  the  University  of 
British  Columbia  recently  He  said 
that  there  had  been  univer.slties 
that  were  ruled  solely  by  the  stud- 
ents, who  hired,  and  fired,  the 
teachers  by  the  very  efTective  way 
of  refusing  to  attend  classes.
